President Johnson predicts that the 
American people “are going to rise up 
an d revolt” against the lawbreaker m 
this country. The nation, he concludes, 
ha s reached the limit of its patience 
with lawlessness and crime. 
Mr. Johnson is especially concerned, 
as he should be- with the alarming 
incidence of crime in Washington. He 
omitted, however, any reference to the 
role of the courts, which* in the opinion 
of many citizens including some m em ­ 
bers of his own Commission on Law 
Enforcement and Administration 
of 
Criminal Justice appear to be more so­ 
licitous about the rights of suspected 
criminals than they are of the safety 
of society or the effectiveness of the 
police. 
The President appears to accept too 
readily the analysis of the causes of 
crime offered by the commission in its 
majority report Like the report, he em ­ 
phasizes poverty and the conditions of 
slum life. 
The nation has had more poverty and 


more slums in the past, but it has nev­ 
er had so much crime. It is difficult to 
find a relationship between economic 
deprivation and such 
crim es as rape 
or vandalism in public scho o ls o r cem e­ 
teries. 
Millions do not break the law ev en 
though they are 
po o r and m any crim es 
-among them em b ezzlem en t, fo rgery 
and fraud — are no t usually co m m itted 
by slum d w ellers. M o reo v er, crim e is 
increasing in the 
slum -free, 
affluent 
suburbs. 
That the President hu.s. however, cor­

“Black 
power,” narrowly and ehauvinis- 
tically considered, can’t work 
for Cleveland and 
Gary, 
for 
Carl Stokes and Richard Hatch­ 
er are now the heads of great 
melting pot communities which 
include citizens of Polish, Czech­ 
oslovak, Irish and Italian an­ 
cestry as well as many southern 
whites. Mayors, after their elec­ 
tions. have to be mayors for big­ 
ger majorities than the ones 
that put them in office. T h e 
slums of Cleveland and Gary 
require money from Washing­ 
ton, and white Republicans have 
at least some say in the dispos­ 
al of that money. And funds 
raised from local taxes in Cle­ 
veland and Gary depend on the 
steel mills that are basic to the 
economies of the two cities. 
Stokes and Hatcher won t want 
to drive such big national com­ 
panies as Bethlehem Steel and 
Republic Steel to seeking other 
pastures. 
This is a hopeful augury of 
the recent municipal elections. 
But there are sobering under­ 
currents 
to consider. 
Stokes, 
who apparently made a respon­ 
sible appeal to a portion of the 
white vote, will be expected to 
keep the city free of violence. 
But Cleveland 
is a 
building 
trades town among other things, 
and there will be pressure from 
the Negro population to force 
the construction unions to open 
their ranks to black apprentices. 
With portions of white labor, as 
distinguished from 
the white 
middle class, acting as a drag 
on economic opportunities for 
the Negroes, Stokes could 
be 
caught in the middle. 
I am no authority on Gary, 
but the election figures from the 
city indicate a complete polar­ 
ization of the local voters. More­ 
over. I am told that Gary has 
more than its share of rackets. 
In trying to bridge over the dif­ 
ferences between extremes in 
Gary, Hatcher would easily find 
peaceful solutions of local prob- 
, lems rather elusive. And it is 
never easy to be the head of a 
racket - ridden city .

P resid en t Johnson predicts that the 
A m erican people “are going to rise up 
and revolt'* against the law breaker in 
this country. The nation, he concludes, 
has reached the limit of its patience 
w ith law lessness and crim e. 
Mr. Johnson is especially concerned. 
as he should be- with the alarm ing 
incidence of crim e in W ashington. He 
om itted, however, any reference to the 
role of the courts, which, in the opinion 
of m any citizens including som e m e m ­ 
bers of his own Commission on Law 
E n fo rcem en t and A dm inistration 
of 
C rim inal Justice appear to be m ore so­ 
licitous about the rights of suspected 
crim in als than they are of the safety 
of society or the effectiveness of the 
police. 
The P resid en t appears to accept too 
readily tile analysis of the causes of 
crim e offered by the com m ission in its 
m ajority report- Like the report, he em ­ 
phasizes poverty and the conditions of 
slum life. 
The nation has had more poverty and 


more slum s in the past. but it has nev­ 
er had so m uch crim e. It is difficult to 
find a relationship between economic 
deprivation and such crim es as rape 
or vandalism in public schools or cem e­ 
teries.
